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Fire Department Probe 


When derious charges are rade by re- 
putable citizens against the efficiency of 
any civic service, that service should be in- 
vestigated immediately by some impartial 
and disinterested body. 

No details have as yet been given the 
public that would show any dereliction of 
duty on the part of any fireman or fire de- 
partment official at the Northern Hard- 
ware building fire. 

As a matter of fact, it Is known that 
many members of the department worked 
heroically to the point of exhaustion to 
quell the outbreak. 

But men of responsible stature in the 
community seldom make charges that are 
utterly frivolous. And when the accusation 
is made that the firemen were not given 
adequate direction by their superiors, it is 
important that the points of dissatisfac- 
tion be enunciated clearly and examined 
with utmost care and thoroughness, 


It is both dangerous and unfair to pre- 
judge any set of circumstances that might 
come under judicial investigation, 

Nevertheless it is in the best interests 
of the fire department, of the building own- 
ers and of the public that the facts be Jaid 
before a competent tribunal. 

The public demands such an investiga- 
tion, not necessarily because it believes the 
department was inefficient, but because 
the department must be above reproach. 

It is of the greatest importance that the 
public ‘continue to have confidence in it. 

Any lingering suspicion about the com- 
petence of our fire fighting forces could 
have a lamentable effect upon industrial 
and commercial building in the city. 

If there is a formal request for it, the 
investigation should be made at once. And 
it should be made by those who could not 
possibly be suspected of endeavoring to 
apply a coat of whitewash.
